TTIS  Majesty,  the  King  of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Bri- 
■^■^  tain  and  Ireland,  and  His  Allies  on  the  one  part,  and  His 
IVIajesty  the  King  of  France  and  of  Navarre  on  the  other  part,  ani- 
rnated  by  an  equal  desire  to  terminate  the  long  agitations  or  Europe, 
and  the  sufl'erings  of  mankind,  by  a  permanent  peace,  founded 
upon  a  just  repartition  of  force  between  its  States,  and  containing 
in  its  stipulations  the  pledge  of  its  durability  ;  and  His  Britannic 
Majesty,  together  with  his  Allies,  being  unwilling  to  require  of 
France,  now  that,  replaced  under  the  paternal  government  of  her 
Kings,  she  ofl'ers  the  assuraifce  of  security  and  stf^bility  to  Europe, 
the  conditions  and  guarantees  \^  hich  they  had  with  regret  demanded 
from  her  former  Government,  their  said  Majesties  have  named 
Plenipotentiaries  to  discuss,  settle,  and  sign  a  Treaty  of  Peace  and 
Amity;  namely,

Ancient  and  Most  Noble  Order  of  the  Thistle,  His  Ambassador  Ex- 
traordinary and  Plenipotentiary  to  His  Imperial  and  Hoyal  Aposto-

Majesty  the  Emperor  of  all  the  Russian ;  and  the  tlonoUrahle 
8ir  Charles  William  Stewart,  Knight  of  His  Majesty's  Most  Ho- 
nourable Order  of  the  Bath,  Member  of  Parliament,  Lieutenant^- 
(leneral  in  His  Majesty's  Anny,  Knight  of  the  Prussian  Orders  of 
the  Blaek  and  lied  liagle,  and  of  several  others,  and  his  Envoy 
Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipotentiary  to  His  Majesty  the 
King  of  Prussia ;  and  His  Majesty  the  King  of  France  and  Na- 
varre, Charles  Maurice  de  Talleyrand  Perigord,  Prince  of  Benevcnt, 
Great  Eagle  of  the  Legion  of  Honour,  Knight  of  the  Black  and 
Red  Eagle  of  Prussia,  Grand  Cross  of  the  ()rder  of  Leopold  of 
Austria,  Knight  of  the  Russian  Order  of  kSI.  Andrew,  and  His  said 
Majesty's  Minister  and  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Ailairs;  who, 
having  exchanged  their  full  Powers,  found  in  good  and  due  form, 
have  agreed  upon  the  following  Articles  :— 

ARTICLE  I. 

'there  shall  be  from  this  day  forward  ])erpetual  peace  and  friend- 
ship between  His  Britannic  Majesty  and  His  Allies  on  the  one  part, 
ana  His  Majesty  the  King  of  France  and  Navarre  ori  the  other^ 
their  heirs  and  successors,  *heir  dominions  and  subjects,  re- 
spectively. 

The  high  contracting  parties  shall  devote  their  best  attention  to 
mtiintain,  not  only  between  Themselves,  but,  inasmuch  as  depends 
upon  them,  between  all  the  states  of  Europe,  that  harmony  and 
good  understanding  which  are  so  necessaiy  for  their  tranquillity. 

ARTICLE  IT. 

The  kingdom  of  France  retains  its  limits  entire,  as  they  existed 
on  the  1st  of  January,  1792.  It  shall  further  receive  the  increase 
of  Territory  comprised  within  the  line  established  by  the  following 
Articlt :— <  *

On  the  »i<le  of  Bt-lj^iuin,  (n'rniany  and  Italy,  tlie  anciont  fVontioM 
shall  hr  rc-ostabliHlifd  as  they  existed  the  1st  of  Jaiiurtry  I792, 
fXtejidiii*;  from  the  North  Sea,  between  Dunkirk  and  Nieupott,  to 
the  Me(Hterranean  between  Cagnea  and  Nice  with  the  following 
niodifieations  : 

1st.  In  tile  department  of  Jcmappes,  the  Cantons  of  Donr, 
Merlies-le-Chatean,  Beaumont,  and  Chimay  shall  belcnsf  to  France, 
where  the  line  of  demarkation  conies  in  contact  with  the  Canton  of 
Dour,  it  shall  pass  between  that  Canton  and  those  of  Boussu  and  Prt- 
turage.  and  likewise  further  on  it  shall  pass  between  the  Canton  of 
Merbos-le-Chatcau,  and  those  of  Binck  and  Thuin. 

2.  In  the  Department  of  Sambre  and  Meusc,  the  Cantons  of 
Walcourt,  Florennes,  Beauraing,  and  Gcdinnc,  shall  belong  to 
France ;  w  bore  the  demarkation  reaches  that  department,  it  shall 
follow  the  line  which  separates  the  said  Cantons  from  the  d(?part- 
ment  of  Jcmappes,  and  from  the  remaining  Cantons  of  the  de]}ftrt> 
mcnt  of  ISambre  and  Meusc. 

3.  In  the  department  of  the  Moselle,  the  new  deniarkationti,  at 
the  point  where  it  diverges  from  the  old  line  of  frontier,  shtdl  he 
formed  by  a  line  to  be  drawn  from  Perlo  to  Fremcrsdorff,  and  by 
the  limit  which  separates  the  Canton  of  Tholey  from  the  remaining 
Cantons  of  the  said  department  of  the  Mo»elle. 

4.  In  the  department  of  La  Sarre,  the  Cantons  of  Saarbrnck  and 
Arneval  shall  continue  to  belong  to  France,  as  likewise  the  portion 
of  the  Canton  of  Lebach  which  is  situated  to  the  South  ot  a  line 
drawn  along  the  confines  of  the  villages  of  Herchenbach,  Ueber- 
hofen,  Hilsbach  and  Hall  (leaving  these  different  places  out  of  the 
French  frontier)  to  the  point  where,  in  the  neighbourliood  of'  Qucr- 
selle  (which  place  belongs  to  France)  the  line  which  separates  the 
(.'antons  of  Arneval  and  Ottwciler  reaches  that  which  separates  the 
Cantons  of  Arneval  and  Lebach.     The  frontier  on  this  side  shall  be 
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Pe  cote  sera  fornu'e  par  la  lignc  ci  dcssus  desij^iiw,  et  onsuitc  par 
colic  qui  separc  Ic  caiitou  (rArncval  dc  celui  dc  Bliescastcl. 

5.  La  Fortcressc  dc  Landau  ayant  forme  avant  ranrit'o  1792,  un 
point  isole  dans  rAIieniaiine,  !a  France  conserve,  au  dela  de  ses 
irontieres,  une  particdes  dtpartemens  du  Mont  Tonnerre  et  duIJas- 
llhin,  pour  joindre  laforteresse  de  Lanriau  et  son  rayon  au  reste  du 
lloyaume.  La  nouvelle  demarcation,  en  j)artaut  du  point  on  pres 
de  Obersteinbacli  (qui  reste  liors  d(?s  limiles  de  la  France)  la  IVon- 
ti^rc  entre  le  dtpartement  dc  la  JNIoseile  et  eelni  du  Mont-Tonnere 
atteint  le  departenient  du  Bas-Rhin,  suivra  la  ligne  qni  separe  les 
cantons  de  Weissenbourt;'  et  de  lier<;/.abern  (du  cote  de  la  Fran<^e), 
dcs  cantons  dc  Pirniasens,  l)a!ni,  et  Annweiler  (du  eot^'  de  I'Alle- 
niagni')  jusqu'  au  point  oil  cos  liniites,  pres  du  village  de  Vollnicr- 
sheini,  touelient  Taneien  ravon  de  la  fortresse  de  l/indau.

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formed  In'  the  line  above  describccl,  anir  afterwards  by  that  which 
ge])arates  the  Canton  of  Arneval  from  tluit  of  BUescastel, 

5.  The  fortress  of  Landau  having  before  the  year  I7.92,  formed 
an  insulated  p(')int  in  Germany,  France  retains  beyond  her  fron- 
tiers a  jjortion  of  the  departments  of  Mount  Tonnerre  and  of  the 
Lower  Rhine,  for  the  purpose  of  uniting  the  said  fortress  and  its 
ia(Hus  to  the  restof  tiie  kingdom. 

The  new  dcniarkation  from  the  point  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Oberstcinbach  (which  place  is  left  out  of  the  limits  of  France)  where 
the  boundary  between  the  department  of  the  Moselle,  and  that  of 
Mount  Tonnerre  reaches  the  department  of  the  Lower  Rhine,  shall  fol- 
low the  hue  which  separates  the  Cantons  of  Weisscnbourg  and  Berg- 
zabern  (on  the  side  of  France)  from  the  Cantons  of  Permasens  Dahn, 
and  Aimweilcr  (on  the  side  of  Germany)  as  far  as  the  point  near 
the  village  of  Volhnersheim  where  that  line  touches  the  antient  ra- 
dius of  the  fortress  of  Landau.  From  this  radius  which  remains  as 
it  was  in  1792  the  new  frontier  shall  follow  the  arm  of  the  river  de 
la  Queich,  which  on  leaving  the  said  radius  at  Qucichheim  (that 
])lace  remaining  to  France)  flows  near  the  villages  of  Merleidicim, 
Knittelsheim  and  Jiellieim  (these  places  also  belonging  to  France) 
to  the  Rhine  which  from  thence  shall  continue  to  form  the  boun- 
dary of  France  and  Germany. 

The  main  stream  (Thalweg)  of  the  Rhine  shall  constitute  the 
frontier ;  provided,  howe\'er,  that  the  changes  which  may  hereafter 
take  place  in  the  cour;?e  of  that  river  shall  not  affect  the  j)roperty  of 
the  Islands.  The  right  of  possession  in  these  Islands  shail  be  re- 
established as  it  existed  at  the  signature  of  the  Treaty  of  Luneville. 

6.  In  the  department  of  the  Doubs  the  frontier  shall  be  so  regu- 
lated as  to  connnence  above  the  Ranoonniere  near  Loclc  and  follow 
the  Crest  of  Jura  between  the  Cerneux,  Pequignot  and  the  village  of 
Fontenelles,  as  far  as  the  peak  of  that  Mountani  situated  about  seven 
or  eight  thousand  feet  to  the  North-west  of  the  village  of  La  Bre- 
vine,  where  it  s^hall  again  fall  in  with  the  antient  boundary  of  France. 

7.  In  the  department  ot  the  Leman,  the  frontiers  between  the 
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Fran^ais,  Ic  ^ays-(lo-^'au(1,  et  les  diffcrcntes  iK)rtions  du  territoiie 
de  la  republiquc  de  Geneve,  (qui  t'er^  partie  de  la  Suisse,)  restcnt 
Ics  in^mes  qu'eli'.^s  etaient  avant  {'incorporation  de  Geneve  2k  la  France. 
Mais  le  canton  de  Franj^y,  celui  dc  St.  Julien,  (a  rcxceptionde  la 
partie  situt'e  au  nord  d'unc  ligne  ^  tircrdu  jmint  ou  la  riviere  de  la 
Loire  entre  pr^s  dc  Chancy  dans  le  territoire  (icncvois,  le  long  des 
confins  de  Sestquin,  Laconcx  et  JSescneiiv(«,  qui  rcsteront  hors  dcs 
liniites  de  la  France)  le  canton  de  Reignier,  (i\  I'exception  de  la 
portion  qui  se  trouvc  a  Test  d^unc  ligne  qui  snit  les  contins  de  la 
Muraz,  I3ussy,  Pers,  et  Cornier,  qui  seront  hors  des  liniites 
Francaises)  et  Ic  canton  de  la  llochc,  (a  IVxcejrtion  des  endroits 
nomm<5s  de  la  Roche  c*  Armanoy  avec  leurs  districts,)  rcsteront  a  la 
France.  La  IVontiere  suivra  la  liniites  de  ces  diO'erens  cantons,  et 
les  lignes  qui  separent  les  }X)rtions  qui  demuercnt  a  la  France,  do 
celles  qu'clle  ne  conserve  pa.«. 

8.  Dans  le  department  du  mont  Blanc  la  France  acquiert  la  sous- 
Prefecture  de  Chambery,  a  'exception  des  cantons  dc  1'  Houital,  do

Du  cote  des  Pyrenees  les  frontiercs  restent  tclles  qu'cUes  etaient 
entre  les  deux  Royaumos  de  France  et  d'  Espagnu  a  l'  e'|)oque  du 
ler,  Janvier  17.92,  ct  il  sera  de  suite  uomme  une  commission  niixtc 
de  la  part  des  deux  couronnes  pour  en  fixer  la  demarcation  finale. 

La  France  rcnonce  a  tons  droits  de  souvcrainete,  de  Suzerainctc, 
et  de  possession  sur  tous  les  pays  et  districts,  Villes  et  endroits  quel- 
oonques  situes  hors  de  la  frontit^re  ci  dessus  desigiu'o,  la  principiute 
de  Monaco  etant  toutefois  replacee  dans  les  rapports  oil  elle  se  trou- 
vait  avant  Ic  ler  Janvier  1792. 
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French  territory,  the  Pay^  tie  Vaud  and  the  different  portions  of 
the  territory  of  the  Republic  of  Geneva  (which  is  to  form  part  of 
Swissevland)  remain  as  they  were  before  the  incorjx>ration  of  Geneva 
with  France.  But  tiie  Cantons  of  Frangy  and  of  St.  Julicn  (with 
the  excej)tion  of  the  districts  situated  to  the  north  of  a  line  drawn 
from  the  point  wlicre  the  river  of  La  Luire  enters  the  territory  of 
iJeneva  near  Cliancy  following  the  confines  of  Sesequin,  Laconex 
and  Seseueuve,  which  shall  remain  out  of  the  limits  of  France)  the 
t^anton  of  llei«?nier,  with  the  exception  of  the  portion  to  the  east  of 
«  line  which  follows  the  confines  of  the  Muraz  Bussy,  Pers,  and 
Cornier,  which  shail  be  out  of  the  French  limits)  and  the  Cantow  of 
La  Roche  (with  the  exception  of  the  places  called  La  Roche,  and 
Armanoy  with  their  districts)  shall  reuiain  to  France.  The  frontier 
shall  follow  the  limits  of  these  different  Cantons,  and  the  line 
which  separates  the  districts  continuing  to  belong  to  France,  from 
those  which  She  tloes  not  retain. 

In  the  Department  of  Montblanc,  France  acquires  the  sub-Prc- 
fectnrc  of  Chambery,  with  the  exception  of  the  Cantons  of  L'  II6-^ 
pital,  St.  Pierre  d'Albigny,  la  Rocette,  and  Montmclian,  and  the 
sub-Prefecture  of  Annecy,  with  the  exception  of  the  portion  of  the 
Canton  of  Faverges,  situated  to  the  east  of  a  line  passing  between 
Ourechaise  and  Marlens  on  the  side  of  France,  and  Marthod  and 
Ugine  on  the  opposite  side,  and  which  afterwards  follows  the  crest 
of  the  mountains  as  far  as  the  frontier  of  the  Canton  of  The  nes ; 
this  line,  together  witii  the  limit  of  the  cantons  before  mentioned, 
shall  on  this  side  form  the  new  frontier. 

On  the  side  of  the  Pyrenees,  the  fronticTs  between  the  two  king- 
doms of  France  and  Spain,  remain  such  as  they  were  the  1st  of 
January,  1792,  and  a  joint  Commission  shall  be  named  on  the  part 
of  the  two  Crowns  for  the  jHirpose  of  finally  determining  the  line. 

France  on  hev  part  renounces  all  rights  of  Sovereignty,  Suzc- 
rahiete,  and  of  jjosscssionover  all  the  countries,  districts,  towns  and 
places  situated  beyond  the  frontier  above  «1  scribed,  the  PrincipaUty 
of  Monaco  being  replaced  on  the  same  footing  ou  vvhicli  it  stood  be- 
fore the  1st  of  January,  179--

themselves,  rteiprocally,  the  complete  right  to  fortify  any  point  in 
their  respective  states  which  they  may  judge  necessary  for  their 
security. 

To  prevent  all  injury  to  private  property,  and  protect,  according 
to  the  most  liberal  principles,  the  property  otindividuals  domiciliated 
on  the  frontiers,  there  shall  be  named,  by  each  of  the  states  bordering 
on  France,  Commissioners,  who  shall  proceed,  conjointlv  with 
French  Commissioners,  to  the  delineation  of  the  respective  boun- 
daries. 

As  soon  as  the  ('ommissioncrs  shall  have  performed  their  task, 
ina|}s  shall  be  drawn,  signed  by  the  respective  Conunissioners,  and 
posts  shall  be  placed  to  jjoint  out  the  reeij)rocal  boundaries. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

To  secure  the  communications  of  the  town  of  Geneva  with  other 
parts  of  the  S^viss  territory  situated  on  the  lake,  France  consents 
that  the  road  by  Versoy  shall  be  counnon  to  the  two  countries. 
The  respective  Governments  shall  amicably  arrange  the  means  lor 
j)reventing  snmggling,  regulating  the  )K)sts,  and  maintaining  the 
said  road. 

ARTICLE  V. 

The  navigation  of  the  Rhine,  from  the  point  where  it  becomes

in  these  establishments  the  number  of  troops  necessary  for  th« 
maintenance  ot  the  Police.

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ARTICLE  XV. 
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The  Hii^h  Contracting  Partii's  having,  by  the  4th  Article  of  the 
Convention  of  the  2.'J(l  of  AjM'il  last,  reserved  to  themselves  the 
right  of  (hsposing,  in  the  jm'sent  DeHnitivc  Treaty  of  Peace,  of  the 
arsiiialsand  shij)s  of  ^^al^  arnied  and  unarmed,  which  may  he  found 
in  the  maritime  places  restored  by  the  2d  Article  of  the  said  Con- 
vention ;  it  is  ii'^iecd,  that  the  said  vi'ss(rls  an<l  shi])s  of  war,  arn>ed 
and  nnarnied,  t<><»ether  with  the  n.ival  ordnance  and  naval  stores, 
and  all  materials  for  building  and  equipment  hall  be  diviiled 
between  France  and  the  countries  where  the  said  places  arc  situated, 
in  the  proportion  of  two-thirds  for  France,  and  one-third  for  the 
Pcjwcr  to  whom  the  said  places  shall  belong.  The  ships  and 
vessels  on  the  stocks,  which  shall  not  be  liumched  witliin  six 
weeks  after  the  signature  of  the  present  Treaty,  shall  be  considered 
ns  nniterial><,  and  after  being  broken  up  shall  be,  as  such,  divided 
in  the  same  proportions. 

Commissioners  shall  be  named  on  both  siilcs  to  settle  the  divi^^iou 
and  draw  up  a  statement  of  the  same,  and  passports  or  safe  conducts 
shall  be  granted  by  the  Allied  Powers  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
the  return  into  Franco  of  the  workmen,  seamen  and  others  in  the 
fmployn)cnt  of  France. 

'i'he  vessels  and  arsenals  existing  in  the  nn\ritiine  places  which 
were  already  in  the  j)ower  of  the  Allies  before  the  23d  April,  and 
the  \cs.-els  and  ancnals  which  lielonged  to  Holland,  and  especially 
the  fleet  in  the  Tcxel,  are  not  comprized  in  the  above  stipulations. 

The  French  Government  engages  to  withdraw,  or  to  cause  to  be 
sold  every  thing  which  shall  belong  to  it  by  the  above  stipulations 
within  the  space  of  three  months  after  the  division  shall  have  bceix 
carried  into  elfoct. 

Antwerp  shall  for  the  future  be  bolely  a  conunercial  port. 
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ARTICLE  XVI. 

I^es  liautcs  parties  contractantes  voulaut  mcttre  ct  faire  mettre

ARTICLE  XVI. 

The  High  Contraclino'  Parties,  desirous  to  bury  in  entire  ohlivioii 
tlie  dissensions  which  have  agitated  Europe,  declare  and  promise 
that  no  individual,  of  whatever  rank  or  condition  he  may  be,  in  the: 
countries  restored  and  ceded  by  the  present  Treaty,  shall  be  prose- 
cuted, disturbed  or  molested,  in  his  person  or  projjcity,  under  any 
pretext  whatsoever,  either  on  account  of  hi  J  conduct  or  politrcal 
opinions,  his  attaclmient  either  to  any  ol'  the  Contracting  Parties, 
or  to  any  Government  whicli  has  ccaeed  to  exist,  or  lor  any  other 
reason,  except  for  debts  contracted  towards  individuals,  or  acts  pos- 
terior to  the  date  of  the  present  Treaty. 

ARTICLE  XVIT. 

The  native  inhabitants  and  aliens,  of  whatever  nation  or  condition 
they  may  be,  in  those  countries  which  are  to  change  Sovereigns, 
as  well  in  virtue  of  the  present  Treaty  as  of  the  subsequent  arrange- 
ments to  which  it  may  give  rise,  shall  be  allowed  a  j)eriod  of  six 
years,  reckoning  from  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  disposing  of  their  property,  if  they  think  fit,  whether  it  be 
aeciuircd  before  or  during  the  present  war ;  and  retiring  to  whatever 
country  they  may  choose. 

ARTICLE  XVIIL 

The  Allied  Powers,  desiring  to  oiror  His  Most  Christian  Majesty 
a  new  proof  of  their  anxiety  to  arrest,  xi  far  as  in  them  lies,  the  bad 
consequences  of  the  disastrous  epoch  fortunately  terminated  by  the 
present  Peace,  renounce  all  the  sums  which  tl  eir  Governments  claim 
from  France,  whether  on  account  of  contracts,  supplies,  or  any 
other  advances  whatsoever  to  the  French  Government,  during  the 
diflereiit  wars  whicli  have  taken  place  since  1792. 
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Do, Son  cote,  8a  Majeste  Trts-Chreticnncrciioncr  a  tfutc  reclama- 
tion quVlle  pourrait  former  centre  Ics  Puissances  Allicts  aux  mt^nies 
litres.  En  execution  de  cet  article,  les  Hautos  Parties  Contractantes 
S'enjjagent  u  se  rcnicttrc  mntncllemcnt  tons  les  titrrs.  oblioutions  et 
documens  qui  ont  rapjwr*  aux  creances  aux  quollcs  Kdles  ontrecipro- 
qucmcnt  renonc^. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

Le  Gouvernemcnt  Franoais  s'engage  a  fairo  liquider  et  payer  los 
sommes  qu'il  se  trouverait  devoir  d'ailleurs  dans  dcs  pays  liors  de

Les  dettes  specialemcnt,  bypothequt'cs  dans  Icur  orlgine  sur  les 
Pays  qui  cesscut  d'a])partenir  a  la  France,  ou  coutractees  pour  Icur 
administration  interieure  resteront  a  la  cliaige  de  cos  memos  Pays. 
|1  se/a  tenu  conipto  oil  cousvcjueucc  au  GouvcrneiMcnt  Francais,  a 
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llis  Most  Christian  Majesty,  on  His  part,  renounced  every  clain 
which  He  ini^ht  bring  forward  against  the  Allied  Powers  on  the 
same  grounds.  In  execution  of  this  artiele,  the  High  Contractmg 
Parties  engage  reeiproeally  to  deliver  uj)  all  titles,  obligations,  an« 
<loeuments,  which  relate  to  the  debts  They  njay  have  mutually 
vancelled. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

The  French  Government  engages  to  liquidate  and  pay  all  debts  it 
may  be  found  to  owe  in  countries  beyond  its  own  territory,  on  ac- 
eount  of  contracts,  or  otb'M' formal  engagements  V)etwcen  individuals, 
or  private  establishments,  and  the  French  Authorities,  as  well  tor 
supplies,  as  in  satisfaction  of  legal  engagements. 

ARTICLE  XX. 

The  High  Contracting  Parties,  in nncd lately  after  the  exchange 
of  the  Ratitications  of  the  present  Treaty,  shall  name  Connnissioners 
to  direct  and  superintend  the  execution  of  the  whole  of  the  stipu- 
lations contained  in  the  ISth  and  19th  Articles.  These  Commis- 
sioners shall  undertake  the  examination  of  the  claims  referred  to 
in  the  preceding  Articles,  the  liquidation  of  the  sums  claimed,  and 
the  consideration  of  the  manner  in  which  the  French  Government 
may  propose  to  pay  them.  They  siiall  also  be  charged  with  the 
delivery  of  the  titles,  bonds,  and  the  documents  relating  to  the 
debts  which  the  High  Contracting  Parties  mutually  cancel,  so  that 
the  approval  of  the  result  of  their  labours,  shali  complete  that  reci- 
procal renunciation. 

ARTICLE  XXI. 

The  debts  which  in  their  origin  were  specially  mortgaged  upon 
the  countries  no  longer  belonging  to  France,  or  \  ^  contracted  for 
the  support   of  their  internal  adminiitration,   shall  remain  at  the

The  dee  is  of  all  those  debts  which  have  been  prepared  for  in- 
scripiion,  and  h.ave  not  yet  been  entered,  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Governn.ents  of  th:.  rcjjicctiw  03untries.  The  statement  of  all  these 
debts  shall  be  drawn  up  and  settled  by  a  joint  commission. 

ARTICLE  XXII. 

The  French  Government  shall  remain  charged  with  tljc  reiin- 
hnrsement  of  all  sums  j)aid  by  the  subjects  of  the  said  countries  intQ 
the  French  c!>fT'n-s,  whether  under  tlu*  denomination  of  surety,  de- 
posit, or  consignment. 

In  like  manner  all  French  subjects,  employed  in  the  service  of 
the  said  countries,  wlio  have  paid  sums  under  the  denomination  oi 
surety,  dejjo^it,  or  consignment,  into  their  respective  territories,  shall 
be  faithfully  rcimburi?ed. 

ARTICLE  XXIII. 

The  Functionaries  holding  situations  requiring  securities,  whoar? 
not  charged  with  the  expenditure  of  public  money  shall  be  reim- 
bursed at  Paris,  with  the  interest,  by  fifths  and  by  the  year,  dating 
from  the  f-iguature  of  the  present  Treaty.  With  respect  to  those 
who  are  accountable,  this  '•(••mbursement  shall  commence,  at  the 
l'.ite?t,  six  moiiths  uivY  the  presentation  of  their  accounts,  except 
only  in  cases  of  malversiition.  A  copy  of  the  last  account  shall  be 
tnmsmitlcd  to  the  Government  of  thyir  countries^  to  serve  for  their 
information  aiid  guidance,  . 

ARTICLE  XXIV. 

The  judicial  (It^posits  and  consignments  upon  the  "  caisse  d'antor-

ARTICLE  XXV. 

The  funds  deposited  by  the  corporations  and  public  establish^ 
raents  in  the"  Caisse  de  service"  and  in  the  "  Caisse  d' (wiortisse' 
■ment^"  f)r  other  "  caisae"  of  the  French  Government,  shall  be  reim-. 
bursed  by  fiftlis,  payable  from  ye^r  to  year,  to  commence  from  the 
diite  of  the  present  Treaty;  deducting  the  advances  which  have  taken 
place,  and  subject  to  such  regular  charges  as  may  liave  been  brought 
forward  against  these  funds  by  the  creditors  of  tlie  said  corporations, 
and  the  said  public  cstjiblishments. 


ARTICLE  XXVI. 

From  the  first  day  of  January  1814,  the  French  riovcrnment  !>haU 
cease  to  be  charged  with  the  payment  of  pensions,  civil,  military 
and  ecclesiastical  ;  pensions  for  retirement,  and  allowances  for  re- 
duction,   to  any  individual  who  shall  cease  to  be  a  French  subject. 

ARTICLE  XXVII. 

National  domains  acquired  for  valuable  considerations  by  French 
Mibj«cts  in  the  late  departments  of  Relgium,  and  of  the  left  bank  of 
the  Rhine,  and  the  Alps  beyond  the  antient  iinnts  of  France,  and 
which  now  cease  to  belong  to  Her,  shall  be  guaranteed  to  the  pur- 
chasers.

ARTICLE  XXVIII. 


The  abolition  of  the  "  droits  d'Auhahiei"  de  "  Del  ruction,''  ami 
pther  duties  of  the  same  nature,  in  the  countries  which  have  reci- 
procally made  that  stipulation  with  France,  or  which  have  beeij 
formerly  incorporated,  shall  be  expressly  inaintaiued. 

ARTICLE  XXIX. 

The  French  Government  cnj:^agcs  to  restore  all  bonds,  and  other 
deeds  which  may  have  been  seized  in  the  provinces  occupied  l)y  the 
French  armies  or  administrations  ;  and  in  cases  where  such  restitution 
cannot  be  effected,  these  bonds  and  deeds  become  and  continue  void. 

ARTICLE  XXX. 

Tlie  sums  which  shall  be  due  for  all  works  of  public  utility  not  yet 
finished,  or  finished  after  the  31st  of  December  1812,  whether  ou 
the  Rhine  or  in  the  departments  detached  from  France  by  the  present 
Treaty,  shall  be  placed  to  the  account  of  the  fn.Une  possessors  of  the 
territory,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  connnission  charged  with  the 
liquidation  of  the  debts  of  that  country. 

ARTICLE  XXXI 

All  archives,  maps,  plans  and  documents  whatever,  bcioHgiiig"  to, 
the  ceded  countries,  or  respecting  tlicir  administration,  shall  be 
faithfully  given  up  at  the  same  time  with  the  said  countries :  or  if 
that  should  be  impossible,  within  a  period  not  exceeding  six  months 
after  the  cession  of  the  countries  themselves. 

This  stipulation  applies  to  the  archives,  maps  and  plates,  which 
may  have  been  carried  away  from  the  countries  during  their  tempo- 
|f&ry  occupation  by  the  different  armies. 
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ARTICLE  XXXII.

ARTICLE  I.

ARTICLE  II. 

Tiie  British  and  French  (Joveriunents  shall  name,  without  delay, 
Commissioners  to  liquidate  the  accounts  of  their  respective  expences 
for  the  maintenance  of  prisoners  of  war,  in  order  to  determine  the 
manner  of  ])ayinff  the  balance  which  shall  appear  in  favour  of  the 
one  or  the  otlior  of  the  two  Powers. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  respective  prisoners  of  war,  before  their  departure  from  the 
place  of  their  detentiini,  shall  be  obliged  to  discharge  the  private 
debts  they  may  havi'  contracted,  or  shall  at  least  give  sutficient  se- 
curity for  the  amount. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

I nnned lately  after  the  Ratification  of  the  present  Treaty  of  Peace, 
the  sequesters  which  since  the  year  1/92  (one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  ninety-two)  may  have  been  laid  on  the  funds,  reve- 
nues, debts,  or  any  other  eft'ects  of  the  High  Contracting  Parties  or 
their  sub)  ects,  shall  be  taken  oft'. 

The  commissioners  mentioned  in  the  2d  article  shall  undertake 
the  exatnination  of  the  claims  of  His  Britannic  Majesty's  subjects 
upon  the  French  Covernnient,  for  the  value  of  the  property,  move- 
able or  immoveaMe,  illefrally  ef)nfiscate(l  by  the  French  Authori- 
ties, as  also  for  the  total  or  partial  lo'^s  of  their  debts  or  other 
property,  illegally  detained  under  sequester  since  the  year  1792, 
(one .thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-two). 

France  engages  to  act  towards  British  subjects  in  this  respect,  in 
the  same  spirit  ofjustiee  which  the  French  subjects  have  experienced 
in  Great  Britain  ;  and  His  Britannic  Majesty,  desiring  to  concur  in 
the  new  pledge  which  the  Allied   Powers   have  given  to  His  Most 
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Tres  Chretienne,  do  Leur  desir  de  faire  dir.paraitve  les  consequences  de

Tlie  two  Hij^h  Contracting;  f»arties,  desiring  to  establish  the  most 
friendly  relations  between  Tlieir  respective  subjects,  reserve  to  Tfvom- 
selves,  and  })roinise  to  coiiie  to  a  mutual  understanding  and  .r- 
rangenient,  as  soon  as  possible,  upon  Their  commcrciaf'  .erests, 
with  the  vi'nv  of  encouraging  and  increasing  th>'  pvr  _,,ty  of  Their 
Tv^speetive  States. 

The  present  A<lditional  Articles  sliall  have  the  same  force  and  va- 
lidity as  if  they  were  inserted  word  for  word  iu  the  Treaty  Patent  of 
this  day.  They  shall  be  ratified,  and  the  ratifications  shall  be  ex- 
changed at  the  same  time.
